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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. Applicant's 
claims 3, 6 and 8-11 are allowable, because prior art does not teach inter alia, internal 
connecting electrodes formed on an insulating film, wires for connecting the internal 
electrodes and external connecting electrodes formed on the insulating film, and a 
protective film comprising a solder resist coating the internal connecting electrodes, the 
wires and the surface of the insulating film.
